The increase of the pilotage charges 
to be placed in elL'ccL upon tJeptembin- 
1 by tlio mariuu Uepartnioiil of the 
Dominion governrnenL at llic request of 
the "Victoria pilotage authority is be- 
ing severely condemned by all ship- 
ping men and tliosc atllllated with the 
ishippin^' interests of the port, Uie 
ojily exceptions to the general con- 
deninalion of the increase of the ex- 
PLii.su of Ihu poi L being tliusu who will 
benellt by the liu'rca-'^e. Victoria lias 
iialLiral advantages as a shipping port; 
the outer docic, whrre mosL of the ves- 
sels whicli uso jjilots aro berthed, is 
so easy of approacii Lhat any .sliip- 
inastor who lias once brought a ves- 
.sel there, or who lias nut for that 
iiiulter, can readily eonio unaided from 
sea and bertii there. Any irian coui- 
petent to hold a master's certHicate 
and conunand a steamer hmst needs 
be capable of Uoclcing his vessel at 
the outer dock. • The masters of the 
San l<'rancIsco steamers bring their 
own veH.seJs .to tho docic wltliout as 
sislance of pilots, despite tho fact that 
they must pay for such ser^'ico and 
other shipmasters could also do so.

At' Port Adelaide a ^'.maximum of 
about $45 prevails. There the rates 
ciiarced are 3 cents per ton maximum 
of £9. 

The most expensive pilotage port In 
the world Is probably San Francisco. 
There pilotage la a graft that is a mat- 
ter of comment the world over. Tho 
rates at San Francisco are $3 per foot 
draught and 3 cents', per ton. Among 
tho cheapest of the world are somo of 
those of Japan, excluding the port of 
Perlm, where the coal company sup- 
plies pilots grati.^. Pilotage Is non- 
compul.-iory at .Tapaneso ports. Yoko- 
hama Is tho most expensive, Hakodate 
the least expensive, the rati; at the 
northern port being S5 per vessel. At 
Tamsul, one of the main ports of 
Formosa tlie rale is $4 by day and $5 
by night. At .Siiir.'iipore, Straits Set- 
tlements, vessiMs pay 51 ])cr foot 
draught. At Tacoma and Seattli^ ac- 
cording to tho port dlrector.\- of tlie 
Shipping AVorld "pilotage is UMneces- 
sary." If this lie u fair statement it 
must need.s follows that Victoria is in 
the same category. 

Difference In Charges 
Somo of the continental ports havo 
systems whereby different charges are 
made during tho summer and winter 
•season, while at tho port of Karachi 
pilotage Is charged higher during the 
monsoon season. Somo of the con- 
tinental ports havo non-compulsory 
pilotage, others compulsory. At Ber- 
gen, Norway, where a compulsory 
.system prevails the regulations provide 
that tho first pilot offering his ser- 
vices must bo engaged, otherwise. If 
a second pilot Is taken tho ship must 
pay for the two. 

At most of the port.s of South Am- 
erica countries pilotage Is non-com- 
pulsory. It is '.so at Antofgaata 
Peru, Callao, Peru. At Acapulco, Mex- 
ico, pilotage is charged $1.60 per foot 
draught.

Lord Strathcona . Speaks of Con- 
ditions in His Annual 
Report 



Ottawa, Aug. 23.— Lord Strathcona'e 
annual report to the department of 
trade and conimerco on tho work ot 
the commercial, agency in connection 
with the "hlsrh-.-;' cotnmlssloner's office 
was received this morning. ' The key- 
note to the conclusions drawn .from tho 
observations of Canadian export trade 
conditions in Great Britain durlngv tho 
past year I.'? contained In the conclud- 
ing ptiragraplv of Lord Strathcona's 
remarks: 

"Tho pro.'jperlty of the Kingdom is 
shown by the trade returns to be in- 
creasing inontli liy month. As a; re- 
sult tlie great consumers of Canadian 
products, thu working classes, have 
enjoyed y. full measure of employment, 
and at present there is no Indication 
of any change in tlieso conditions. It 
may be stated In conclusion, however, 
tliat the working classes of England 
an becoming' more. and more fastidious 
in regard>fori£ood. products, iand that 
llie authorities are Imposing greater 
precaution to Insure admission of high 
class prniliicts in tirst class condition. 
It llioreroi-c beliooves those countries, 
like Canada, sei'king llu; great i3ritisli 
niarlii l to adopt t!ie utmost care and 
caution in regard to tlie riuallty of 
products intended for tho British 
Isles." 

The report 'notes the gratifying 
growth in tlie export.«; of (.'an.iillan 
agricultiiral proilinUs to Cli-cat Hrilain, 
and einpliasizos the ncfc^sity of greats 
cr care being taken in keeping the ex- 
ports of butter ami cheese,, fruit and 
bacon up to tiie ttandard.''-'.sln respect 
to cheese, especially. It "is ' noted that 
the shippers aro shipping it too green 
and In boxes of Improperly seasoned 
wood. As a result many complaints 
have been received, 

Spcii.king' of till' market for wood 
pulp, his lordsllip notes that the jire- 
sent short supiiiy of pulp and papiir is 
causing npin-elienslon among large 
I.!rilish publishing concerns, and higher 
prices aro looked for.

SEVERE HAIL STORM 

Valley City Section of North Dakota 
Suffers Badly 

Valley City, N. D., Aug, 23.— Ono of 
the most disastrous hall storms that

from one to si.v miles wide, dostroying 
ono of the finest wheat sections, last 
night. The storm started southwest 
of Eckleson and traveled In an caster' 
ly direction, pounding everything into 
the ground.

Three Children Drowned.

"Pcr.son.s of C'hhiese origin clainiiug 
on their arrival to bo students, bul 
who are unable to produce the requisite 
certillcate as hereinbefore provided 
for, shall ho entitled to a refund of llie 
tax exacted from them on tlie produc- 
tion within eighteen months rrnni i!ic 
date of their arrival in Canada nf eer- 
tinca'tes'from teachers In any sebn'd 
or college' in Canrula showins that they 
.iro and liavo been for at least one ^ ear 
bona fide students in attendance at 
such seliool or enlleKO." 

By reason fif the above tlic city and 
province are i:o!iipelled to pay the cost 
of edueatliiB- tht'se Chinese who In 
twelve nionih.s enter Ihe labor market, 
the Dominion g-overnmcnt refunding 
tho head tax without recouping the 
province for the expense It incurs. 

At the session last eveidng the school 
board unanimously endorsed the action 
of the clialrman and delegated Chair- 
man Jay to interview llio ])rovinclal 
educational department and Instructed 
Superintendent Katen to ri'fuse pe-r- 
inlts to Chinese until the answer of 
the dei.ai'tmenl is vcrclved. 

All the members of the school board 
were iiresont. ChtUrinun Jay In in- 
troducing the matter .slated that he liad 
interviewed tho custom aiithorilles. 
who are hi (diargo of the collection of 
the head tax and learned , that l?etweoa 
April and August lG;;,£wenty.-8lxjCliln- 
csc boys had paid tho^hcad tax of $500 
and declared themselves students 
looking to a refund at tho end of tho 
twelve month."!. ' 

Ho referred to the fact that the same 
diflleuUv had prcscnteil itself the last 
year that the $100 head tax lia<l been 
In force. l''roin 30 to :!') Chinese boys 
liad then applied for admission to the 
schools. Tho board, to get over llic 
dlfllcully which wuidd arista from plac- 
iiig these Orient al.s, wlir> undersiood 
but a smattering of lOnj-vUsh, In srades 
with white children, delaying the lat- 
ter, etc., had engaged a special teacher 
.and hired a room for them alone. 

"Tho matter la a serious one," con- 
tinued Mr. Jay. "Wo have these :!C 
applications and I am informed that 
others are expected. Whether the Do- 
minion governniont Is In the right or 
in the wrong In refunding Iho head tax 
under these conditions is not for us to 
say. that is a (luoidUm l.>etween the Oo- 
mlnion gnverninent ami Us own eoii- 
seiiMiee, bul I will say tha.t 1 believe 
that it v.-.ns never the intentiuii of llm 
government that this jirovislon of the 
act shiuild apply to buys attending l)rl- 
marv grades. it was only to apply I 
am convinced to those taking advanced 
seienlilie nr art.s courses. 

■ If wo are to admit these boys to 
(M-dinary graded s('honls and put thorn 
In the ordinary classes It Will Impede 
our own pupils, ignorant of the lan-

Irrespectlvo of allcghmco, shall i)ay 
Into tho (."onsolidnted Revenue fund of 
Canada on entering Canada, at the 
port or place of entry, a tax of ilvc

"(Ill The elilldreii Ijorn in Canada of 
parents of Chlne.se in'igin and who 
have left ("anada for eduenlinn;i.l or 
other 2)urp(ises, on snljstantla ling 
their ldentlt.\- to the satisfaction of 
the eonti-oller at the port or i)laen 
where tlioy seek to enter on their re- 
turn.

Divested of all technicalities and 
Jcgal phraseology the act of 1873, after 
reciting that the city deemed It ad- 
vi.<iablo to have "certain water works," 
'authorizes tlie coi'poratlon to appolrit 
a . commissioner; upon whom is con- 
ferred all the authority necessary for 
that purpose, and the commissioner Is 
authorized among other things to enter 
upon kUHl.s in tlie city or within 
twenty iiiiles thereof, and having 
ascertained wliat land and what 
sources of water might bo necessary 
for the use of tlie city, to take over 
the same, and the act goes on to pro- 
vide how the iH-iee sliull be fixed in 
case the comnilsaloner and the owners 
may not be able to agree. It will be 
remembered by tho.>?o who read the 
judgment of the .Tudlelal Committee of 
the Pri\-y Couiieil that the court re- 
ferred to tills act, but OKpecially re- 
frained frcuii expressing any opinion 
a-j. to its effect. The legal rights of 
the city under It have therefore to be 
determined by a court of. competent 
jurisdiction.

We 
know that when winds saturiltGd With 
moisture Implngo upon hlgfhlands they 
dr.)]) some of their burden upon the 
windward side of the elevation. Thi.s 
is why Wo have loss precipitation in 
AMctoria than there is on the West 
Coast of the Island, or on the West 
Coast of the JIainland. and why there 
is a (try belt east of the tjoast Range. 
The.«e and other determining features 
are constant, but the weather is ox- 
ceediii.crly variable. If the same amount 
of he:i'. i,^ given oft from the sun every 
.year and the conditions of the earth's 
surface do not change, one would sup- 
pose that, If there were no other things 
to be taken Into consideration, the 
weatlier would be Identical from year 
to year; but we know that it is not. 
Wo know that there is notliluK less to 
be depended upon, except in certain 
localities, and even In these the char- 
acteristic features may be absent 
throughout a season. Take what are 
called the Monsoons. Popularly by 
this name is understood a wind that 
brings rain in India. The real moan- 
ing of the term Is a periodical wind, 
whlcli la caused by the movement of 
air from the table land of Asia to the 
Indian Ocean and vice versa. Usually 
these winds bring heavy rain, but 
sometimes they do not, and the result 
of failure may mean famine and 
death to thousands. The government 
meteorologists In India have succeed- 
ed in discovering how to predii't 
with very considerable accuracy the 
au-iount and character of the rninfall 
wliieli will aeconipaiiy tho Monsoon, 
but wliy there should be a variation 
in the amount of precipitation and in 
some years an entire absence of it has 
:iot been deleriiiined. A series of ob- 
servatloii.s seems to warrant the ex- 
planation that there is some connec-

probably they would not be finite as 
certain now that they would bo right 
In doing so. A notion that , is' well 
nigh universal may be a.ssumed tahave 
been deduced from a long series of ob- 
servations by a groat many people. 
AVe may dl.spose of It by calling it ii 
superstition, but that df)os not settle 
it. If tho moon affects the tides, which 
vary as tlie relative positions of the 
•sun, the earth and our s;Ue!]|t,. vary, 
it seem.'; not unre;i.';riiial)I(. t.i sui)i)ose 
that the relative positions of those 
bodies may also have some effect upon 
the atmo.sphere. Possibly when mete- 1 
or.ilogy has become a sclonoei'. the in- 
ilueuee of the moon may lie better un- 1 
derstood than it Is now, and tho fan-'

Oriental to Enjoy Distinc- 
tion Joins at New 
Westminster 



New Westminster, B. C, Aug. 23. — 
Tlie proposal ot the name of C. Shin- 
obu, a Jai)ane.sc, for membership In 
the New Westminster board of .trado 
at the regular meetlng;?,WearieBS'ay. 
evening, created a general dlsciiss'ioh 
qn.tbe.^dvlsabiUty or InadvlsablUty of 
accepting: Orientals into the board, and 
Before the'; aubject was finally dropped 
and Mr. Shlnomu had befsn accepted on 
an unanimous vote,;"'ltT had^ developed 
into a discussion of the broader ques- 
tion oC a "White Canada." 

Mr. Shinobu was proposed for mem- 
bcr--liip by Secretary A. E. Wlilte. 
George K. JMartin in commenting; on 
the proposal, .stated thai while mem- 
bers of t!ie Japanese race were assist- 
ing largely in developing the resources 
of British t;olumbia, there wa-j a 
strong prejudice against Orientals, 
wliich had been fostered by labor 
unions principally, and for that 
reason, the board should bo careful 
about accei)tlng Oi'lenlals Into the 
boarcl, as sucli action might lead to 
coniijlicatlons. He was aware that 
there were no grounds f(n' comparison 
between .laijanese gi-ntlemen such' as 
Mr. Shinobu and the cnolie.5 who form 
the great bulk of the f)riental jjopula- 
tion in British Clolumlju'., but he was 
nevertheless of the opinion that the 
board should go slowly, in dealing with 
the application. 

■ II. T. Thrift .stated that In his opin- 
ion the nuestion was not eoncerniiig- 
Mr. Shinobu's qualifications or worthi- 
ness, but whether Canad;L was to be 
a white man's country or a yellow 
■ man's country. It was evident to all 
that tho Japanese could never assimi- 
late with the white race, and for (that 
reason tliey sliould not be encouraged 
to populate British Columbia to the 
detriment of white labor. 
' George Small was ver.v mucli sur- 
prised tliat there should be any hesi- 
iciicy about accepting the apiilication 
of Mr. Slilnobu. The fact that he Is 
a Japanese was, in .Mr. Small's opin- 
ion, no reason whatever. If lie had 
money invested in British Columbia 
and was interested in the development 
of its resources, there was no reason 
why, he . should not be a member of 
tjie ■:bioardj;'because that was' what tho 
board 'was- aiming to do. If there was 
ahythliig' likely to' unite the races of 
the world It was commerce, and 'whllo 
Mr. ..Shlhbbu was seeking, to develop 
<5t)mmerclal Inferopurse/ betWieen Can- 
ada 'and Japan he should be given 
■fevery encouragement. 

Mr,- White, the proposer ot Mr. Shin- 
■obu :stated that . ho. knew the candl- 
' ,date to be a gentleman of substance, 
V'-breedlng and education, who was do- 
ling much to foster trade between thi.5 
country and Japan. He had shlppod 
hundreds of tons of British -Columbia

Annie Hooly, a. negress arrested in 
AVinnipeg a few days ago for holding 
up people on the streets, has a local 
record,, and Is well known to tho po- 
lice of Vancouver,! Seattle, Spokane 
and .several .othe'rv.cities. Tlie woman 
Is supppsed .to .be: the most dangerous 
colored female crook on the continent. 
She is at present '• awaiting trial, in 
AVinnipeg. i 

In company 'ivUh two men, one of 
whom claimed to bo her liusband, the 
woman, then known as Mary Turner, 
tame .to this- city about three months 
aga from'_ Montana, and was rushed 
out of town 'by the police. The party 
went over to Vancouver,' where they 
soon got into trouble for stealing. The 
two men wtre convicted, but the wo- 
man became Insa:no about this time, 
and was removed to the - proifinclal 
ass'lum, where she remained until the 
day after her huslmnd was liberated 
from tho Jail, when she cscpaed from 
the women's quarters, recelvlrig out- 
side assistance. 

The occurrence' b4ok at the asylum 
gives tho followlhg, details of her 
movements since- her oscapo on May 
"S. Seen nt Clovordalc at 5.45 a;mi 
tho following moTnlng, at Blalrie on 
May 30, in SeaitCn-. tho following day. 
Later - she turned- up at Spokane, 
where she served a month In jail for 
robbery, being sentenced on June 22. 
After hor release she jnado her way 
lo AVinnipeg. 

The negress had been operating in 
the prairie capital several weeks be- 
fore she was captured, tho police re- 
fusing to credit the stories of a female 
hohl-up artist. Sometimes the woman 
wore male attire while conducting her 
operations, on other occasions sho dis- 
guised herself by wearing a thick 
fringe of false hair. In case any of 
hei- vlcllms resisted, Annie Hooly 
would flash a murderous knife as an 
incentive to separating from tho roll 
C greenbacks. 

She Is crodiled with having held up 
nearly fifty citizens in less than three 
weeks. She was formerly a snako 
charmer.

J. T. Shadforth, organizer of the 
N.)rth Pacific Iron & Steel Corpor- 
ation, Is a visitor In the city having 
come here to perfect tho plans for the 
foi'mation of a gigantic plant which 
will, it Is expected bo located some- 
where on the mainland and on which 
work will' commence within a short 
time. Full^-flctalls of the plans have 
not yet b^en ' perfected, but will bu 
within a few weeks and if tho ideas 
of the promoters are lullllled the plant 
will be one of the largest of its kind 
In Canada. 

Mr. Shadforth, who is an experi- 
enced Ironmaster from the Tynesido, 
and fully alive to the great prospects 
held out by the province of British 
CoUinitaia and an oxi)ert in every 
phase of iron production from tlie 
matrix to its tinal disposition as an 
article of commerce, has been for .a 
considerable time working on the 
.scheme of founding a plant, and has 
Interested six inlluentlal Victoria re- 
sidents in the sehoino. The workmen, 
whom It is proixjsed to engage on tho 
prolit-sharing basis, a scheme which 
has been foiiiul to work with most 
satisfactory results In tho great iron 
works of jL;ngIand, will be brought 
from Britain and no- Oriental labor 
will be engaged. 

Some two thousand iiands will bo 
rc'iuired when Die works are in fvill 
working order. It i.'^ expected that bo- 
fcre all negollulhuis have been com- 
pleted sevenil of the large mining and 
I interests of British Columbia will 
amalgamated with the North Paci- 
fic Iron .Steel Corporal ion. The 
works will embrace c^very jihase of the 
lion and steel Industry from tho 
manufacture of pig ircui right through 
to boiler plate, ship jil.-ites and struc- 
tural sieel. Tho ditliculty, it Is claim- 
ed, which has hitherto stood In the 
way of tho development of the ship- 
building industry on this coast lias 
been tlio coast of ship plates. Tlie 
ultimate ostabllsliinent of this in- 
dustry, it is claimed, will mean miieh 
for the province and will give emplo.v- 
ment lo a large numher of people.

Mr. Shailforth has exiimincd fully 
into the nature and extent of the min- 
eral deposits of the provliici.> and feels 
convinced that on account of the 
i|uallty and quantity of the material 
available the plant will be able to pro- 
duce the linesl product of any similar 
plant on the continent at a cost which 
will enable it to successfully compete 
with other similar plants, ' and . When 
the plans arc fiill.V matured ho does 
not iintlcipate any difficulty In obtain- 
ing the recpiired capital to push 
ahead the enterprise.

The coinmilteo then reported 
lo a meeting of the general conimllteo 
held at 4 o'clock with .Mayor Jlorley 
in tlio chair. 

Tin; accounts were as follows: 

Cost of slirubs. roses and of shipping 
and packing, $150.00; estimate, S150.nn, 

Cost of collecting and bottling fruit, 
$191.15; ciitimal^., $150.00. 

Cost of collecting cut flowers and 
shipping same, .$36.75; estimate, $75.00. 

To expenses, Jlr. Martlndale, Winni- 
peg and return; the setting up and 
taking down of exiiiuKs at four differ- 
ent fairs, and of ;ill express and rail- 
way charges between the different 
cities, also tho loss on fruit and shrubs 
as per statement, cost $500. S5; esti- 
mate, $450.00. 

Ii;xpressagc! upon exhibits from Vic- 
toria, other than fresh fruit, cost, 
$104.70; estimate, $104.70. 

Special literature, for distribution, 
cost $85. 

Total cost was $1,074.35; a;nd the 
estimate $1,029.70. 

By the above It will bo seen that tho 
entire cost of the exhibit was only some 
$50 more than the estimated cost, not- 
withstanding that considerable w<n-k 
which had not been contemplated was 
done. I'lie entire amount has been 
r.ilsed with tlii> exception of $379. Tho 
latter is necessary to meet the balance 
of tho liabilities. 

The c'lnvassing committee, iVliich 
was counted on to raise $600 has as 
yet raised but $250, but, however, few 
people have as yet l)een Interviewed. 
It Is lioped that tho balance of tho 
amount will be soon raised and the ac- 
counts wound up. 

Photographs of the exhibit were to 
be seen and the commlittee expressed 
great pleasure at the good work which 
liad been done upon the small amount 
of money expended. 

Appreciation was exiiressed iit Iho 
very handsome newspaper notices 
which the exhibit elicited from tho 
prairie papers.

As soon as It became known that a 
bill authorizing the Esquimalt com- 
pany to appropriate tho waters of Gold- 
stream and vicinity was to be present- 
ed to the logislat'ivo as.sornl)ly, a peti- 
tion against the I'uvorabie consldoratlon 
of the measure was presented as fol- 
lows: 

"To tlio honorable the Speaker and 
inonibers of the legislative assembly of 
the provincej^pf ::BrHlsh,;CoIumbIa, in 
parliament as^einljledlk^'n- ^ 

"The petition ! of the corporation of 
the. city of Victoria humbly shewelh: 
"'.i'.'Thut a requisition was presented, to 
the' nninlclpal council, asking that' a 
jmblle m. oilng be convened to connlder 
llie ap|)lieatlon of the Esciulmali Wa- 
It rwiirks eorapany to obtain water from 
Uolilstream. 

"That a meeting was held in the city 
ball, on iMonday evening, the 2'.Hh of 
February, 1S!12, and the following re- 
solution was passed almost unani- 
mously: 

'JJioved Ijv Alderman Munn, and se- 
conded by Mr. J. H. Todd: 

" 'Whereas the corporation oT tho 
citv of Victoria have actjuircd tho right 
to "divert and api)nii)riate such water 
as may bo deemed suitable and proper 
from the streams aiul lakes within 
twenty miles of the eily, fen- tlu^ jnir- 
posc of applying the citizens of Vic- 
toriti; and 

" 'Whereas the Ksciulmalt Water- 
works company were subseriuently in- 
corporated, and were granted the right 
to divert and appropriate the Wiiters 
of Thetis lake and Deadman's riv('r, 
in order to sujiply the town of Esqui- 
mau and llie peninsular adjacent there 
to; and 

" 'Whereas the right then obtair.od 
infringed upon the prior right of Vic- 
toria, but was allowed to bo acciulred, 
as the city did not absolutely reriuire 
that source of supply, l)Ut it w.th con- 
sidered that the residents of Esquinialt 
ml'-;ht do so; and 

" 'Whereas tlie Esfiuimalt Water- 
works eoinpany, not content with that 
concession, are now seeking^ legisla- 
tive authority to obtain water from 
Ooldstreaiu river; and 

"'Whereas tii^ir present source of 
supply is sutliclont for a city of sev- 
eral hundred thousand Inhabitants; 
and 

" 'Whereas, the corporation of Vic- 
toria requires water from Goldsiream 
and tho waters In Us vicinity, in order 
to supply residents of the higher levels 
and of its recently extended limits; 

"'.Be it therefore resolved, that tho 
legislative assembly be respectfully 
requested not to grant to tlie J-:s(iuIniall 
company the riglU now asked for, .and 
not to deal in any way with the water 
rigiits witliin the prescribed limits of 
tv/enty miles of the city, withotU the 
cunseiil and sanction of the corporation 
of the citv of Victoria." , 

"Vour petitioners, therefore, pray 
that your honorable body; will be pleas- 
ed not to grant to the .Esquimau com- 
pany the right to obtain water from 
Goldstream, or the waters in its vicin- 
ity, without the consent and sanction 
of your-petitloncrs. And further, that 
the water rights within the limits of 
Iwenty miles of the city of Vlclorl;;, 
be not dealt with without the like con- 
sent. . , ^ 

"And your petitioners will, as in duty 
bound, ever pray.

Debated in Lcgislatura. 

This petition was lu'eseiUed to tlie 
second .session of the si.xln parli;iinenl 
of the provincial legislature on Kebru- 
ary I'-K 18!I2, and on Feb. 2a, of (he 
same year, the second reading of Hie 
bill began. Tho debate Is thus re- 
ported In the issue of the Colonist of 
Feb. 24, 1892: 

Mr, Croft moved the second reading 
of the bill to amend the Ksciuimalt 
Waterworks Act, iSX.'i. lie explained 
the i)rovislons of the bill. 

lion. Mr. Beaven olTered strong op- 
position to the bin on the ground that 
it would deprive- the City of Victoria 
of ni.iny privileges to which It was en- 
titled. 

,Mr. Tlunter supported tlie bill in a 
somewhat leiigihy speech, in which he 
went full;.- into the details of the case, 
arnning for the passage of iiic bill. lie 
said theri! was enough water In tho 
Goldstream river to supply a popula- 
tion of 450,000 people. 

Hon. Mr. Duvle opposed the bill. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley said he could not 
agree with the hoii. leader of tlu> oppo- 
sition in opposing Ibis bill. H*- took 
Issue with those honoralile gentieiiien 
on the statement that the city of Vlc- 
iiiria now liehl a prior right to the 
Ijiivileges asketl for by the Esciuinialt 
Waterworks comjiany, and said he 
hoped the house would grant the, privi- 
lege now asked for by the Esquimau 
eoiniiaiiy. , .,' 

lloii. Mr. Turner opposed the bill. 
Mcssii,. Booth and Martin supported 
it, and then Dr. Milne moved the ad- 
journment of the debate. 

Guarantses City's Rights. 

The f(dlov.ing day IJr. .\Illne resum- 
ed tho adjourned debate on the Esqui- 
mau Waterworks bill, and, continuing 
to iiuole from the liles of the Colonist, 
In a. siieech of considerable length, lie 
claimed th.at It was clear from previ- 
ous legislation tho city of Victoria was 
entitled to obtain water from any 
.stream within the twenty mile limit, 
and that no private company sliould 
be allowi'd to come and take away 
this privilege. Tho day was not far 
distant wUrn it would be necessary for 
the citv of Victoria to secure ii great 
deal more water than it had command 
of at iires(>iil. lie Went fully into the 
<loestli)n of pumping water and threw 
!i great ili'al of light upon it, and iisked 
till' bouse to vot(' aga.lnst the 1)111, on 
the groimil that Vli'torla should be llrsi 
considered, having had prior privileges. 

.Mr. Croft said that, if the debii'.i 
were adjourned, he would Introduce an 
amendment to the bUl guaranteeing to 
.the city of Victoria all rights to water 
from tho Godstroam river, or would 
agree to sell the water to A'ictorl.i at 
10 cents iier thousand gallons or some 
like ligure. 

Hon. .Mr. Beavon said lliat this pro- 
posal to sell to tho city of Victoria 
wliat already belonged to the city, wa.s 
simply another proof of tho stibllmvi 
clicek of the company. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon, said it was evi- 
dent, from the dlscusjlon which had 



already taken placn, that- the question 
oi , whether' tho bill should pass or 
not was a serious one, and for his part 
hi! \yaa not yet .satisfied as to which 
way Iho house .should In justice de- 
cide ' "Thoro v.a3 one thing, howi'vcr, 
of Which he wu.s thoroughly satlslied, 
and tliat was that tho interests of the 
city of Victoria must be ji'rotected, 
and not only protected for the time 
be:ng, but protected in such a w.iy 
'tl'.at for all time to coine, tho city 
would have plenty of available water. 
But it was also a fact that tlie inter- 
ests of Esquimau should be ])roteeted 
In exactly the same way, and he (Mr. 
Vernon) thought that the matter came 
down to one of adjustment between llie 
corporation of the city of Victoria and 
the company which w.is promoting this 
bill. Ho was quite satlslied that 
amendments coukl bo introduced tliat 
would meet all the objections that 
had been raised. With this object in 
view he moved tlie adjournment of 
the debate. 

Promoters Had Amendment. 

On March 3 Hon. IMr. A'ernon re- 
sumed the adjourned dcliatc. Ho said 
he thought the promoter.s of tlio bill 
had a proposition to amend tho bill 
which would meet the vlew.s of the 
rppreaciitatives of the city of Victoria. 

Hon, Mr. Beavon raised a citicsiion 
of order. He subniltted tluit the 
water, v.'hieli the private bill now be- 
fore the house proposed to give to tho 
E.'j'lulmaU Waterworks Company was 
public property and could only be dealt 
with by a message from the I.leuten- 
ant-(;;o\-ornor.

SOUND VAGARIES 

Shipmaster Tells .. Unique Experience 
During Fog inu.8traits 

The marine superintendent of the 
British nieteorological office in "con- 
tinuing a discussion In a British ship- 
ping paper regarding sound vagaries 
during , fog, gives an experience, of his 
own in the Straits of Juan do Fucn 
when ho was In command of the B team - 
er Aorangi on tho way to Victoria.

tol bay. TheXcargo Of salmon and the 
vessel wore' io3t' beyond hope of sal- 
vage. Thoro -vvas 30,000 cases ot sal- 
mon. The crew and passengers were 
saved, though there is a chance they 
win bo In soro straits unless rcUet 
reaches thorn soon. 

The packing company at Astoria has 
received a telegram from Sev.ard, Al- 
aska, on Wednesday, which stiys: 

"Ship went ashore at Nelson's lagoon 
on August 0; all hands safe. Shiii and 
cargo a total loss. Have provisions un- 
til September 1. Have taken tho matter 
up with custom house here asking 
fur transportation. Will wire results. 
Heinain here thrcs days. \''oungwlth 
me." 

The John Currier sailed from Nash- 
ay.ik >ni i^unday, August i, having been 
towed out by llie steamer North Star, 
and Wi\^ liius five days out when the 
disaster occurred. She h;id abuiit li lO 
people on botird, including t.'aiit. .Mur- 
chlson, master ot tho vessel, his wife 
and five children. Of those on board 
about 130 were Chinese ur .hipanese the 
btihiiice being while peoi)lo. 

The vessel carried, in tulditlon to the 
men's personal eifects, the 'cannery 
pack of 30,000 cases of salmon valued 
at about SlaO.OOO. This Is fully in- 
sured. It is not definitely known 
whether the vesaol was insured, .;.

Japanese vessel; of which he was a 
member of the crow, was sunk by the 
Russian cruiser Gromoboi. Tho Rus- 
sian .government offered 161 roiililes 
in ]iaynient for the loss of Mr. Find- 
lay's el'i'ects. Tills olfer has been ac- 
cepted by the sealer, and iMessrs. 
iMoresby & O'Reilly have notliied the 
lirltlsli go\-eriiiiient that he Is willing 
to take tin- smaller aijiouiit. I'indlay, 
who with the .Tapaiiese sealers oC the 
Ifoknscl Maru, was taki-ii on board 
tho Ciromobol and Imprisoned at Vladi- 
vostok. He was aftcrwaril Imprisoned 
for 21 days on tho Russian steamer 
Argon and later, sent' to Meidvld, 
v.diorc, after 90 days, ot detention, ho 
was freed, destltuto and left to make 
his way homo as best ho '.could from 
the heart ot Siberia.

John D. Speckels^^Certain That 
United States Will Give 
Subsidy 



The Oceanic Steamship company'^ 
steamship service between .Sim h''r;in- 
clsco and .Vnstralia, which was ciirrli^d 
on v>ith the steamrr Sonoma, to be 
reh\'ised liy the I'acilic Coast Steamship 
company on Saturday next, the Ven- 
ture and Slorro, is to be restored — when 
the United States grdnts' the subsidy 
it has hitherto refused to grant. John 
D. Spreckels. of San Francisco, says 
tho subsidy is to bo given. ■:' Ho said: 

"I can now state on tho highest au- 
thority that an adequate subsidy will 
bo voted when conpre.'i"' meets in De- 
cember towarii tho establishment of iin 
American lino of fast mail steiimers 
from .San ]''ranclsco lu . Australia, iuid 
the Oceanic Steamship comiiany will 
have Us botils ready to start a now 1)1- 
weokly mail lino immediately wo can 
make suitable arrangements with tho 
Aiistr.allan government." 

Ho said fiirther that it Was the de- 
sire of the Oceanic Steamship company 
to run a fast line of steamers between 
San Francisco and AustniU.i, ;ind that 
.xs soon as suitable arrangements 
could be niiide, tlie.v would he running, 
says the San I'ranclsco Chronicle. 
Oiie of the (llfllctilties heri'tofore in the 
way was the short time the Australian 
government proposed to allow its sub- 
sidy to run. 

The former subsidy which the Ocean- 
ic Kte.tmsliip company derived from 
the l.lnlted States government was to 
last for ten years, and had still four 
years to run when steamers were with- 
drawn. Tho Australian subsidy ran for 
three years only. 

"In the now appropriations, which 
congress will make in December," said 
Spreckles, "tho terms are much bet- 
ter. The whole business has been 
watched by the company ever since 
the steamers were taken oft. The three 
lio.its which were formerly running 
will all be In perfect order when tho 
Alameda Is repaired, nnd as .soon as 
congress tiuthorli'.es tho subsidy, and 
the eoinpany arran.ges suitable terms 
with the ..Vustrallan government, tlie 
boats will start to run. They will 
not, however, run, if suitable arrange- 
ments are not made with the Australian 
government."

Some Were in Favor of Passing 
Dividend as Mark of Dis- 
pleasure 



Chicago, Aug. 23. — A despatch to tho 
Rocord-IIcrald from New York says: 
H. H. Rogor.s and Willlnm Rockofoller 
are reported to have had u serious dis- 
agreement ahout the policy to bo ad- 
opted by the Standiird Oil, company in 
defending itself against tho attacks oi 
the government. 

It was learned yesterday that a good 
deal of disaffection developed at a 
meeting last week, when tho usual 
dividend of $6 for tho nunrterly period 
wa3_ decided. _ Tho attitude of the.ad- 
li'iirilsti'^tLiuii to'waiuM uui-pui-aliuiis was 
discussed, nnd particularlv the line of 
240,000 levied against the Stand- 
ard on company for rebating by Judge 
Landis. It Is understood that tho 
linos wore drawn shari)ly at the meet- 
ing,- and some of the directors strongly 
urged that in view of the heavy line, 
the qiuirtorly divideml sliould 
not be pa.ssc<l. Those took 
the jiositlon that the company 
for various raspns , ought not 
to go on paying dividends while It was 
under such heavy fire from both na- 
tional nnd state governnionts. it was 
said that (he argumonis pre.'iented 
were uf a snniowliat heatetl nature, and 
the discussion took '.'i docidudly acrl- 
nionlij\iH turn. 

The axact line-up of tlie dircetors 
on tlie dividend question eo\iId not Ije 
lea.rned, hut 4t is undi'rslood tliat a 
eerlaiu portion of them coutlmied a 
vigorous fight against the dechiration 
of a dividend. Other members ot the 
board, however, conteiidoil that not- 
withstanding the penalty levied against 
the 'Indiana -^subsidiary company, no 
change :; In ; the . dividend policy of the 
Standard Oil company of Now Jersov 
should be made. These argiied that 
to iiass the dividend might bo constru- 
ed as a confession of guilt on tho part 
ot tho Indiana concern. Tlioy express | 
confidence that lh<' decision of tho I 
higher court on the appeal from .ludgo | 
Landis' flue would be more favor.ible 1 
to the conipan.\'. The passage of ihoi 
dividend as a protest against llin judg- 
ment, It was contended, might deleat 
ono of the objects In view. It was 
believed that such .action would vorv 
likely tend to Increase the pessiinlsni 
prevailing and tho. .unscttlement of tho 
liimnclal Avorld./3&^.'^''i^#^^^^ 

After an oxtondcd discussion of both 
sides of the question, the directors op- 
posing the dividend declaration relent- 
ed, and It was decided to pay the $G 
for the quarter, the" same amount as 
paid In the corresponding (luarters ot 
the previous years.

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LUMBERMEN'S DEFENCE 

Pleas Lil<ely to be Urycd in Albertp 
Prosecution 

Edmonton, Aug. 2^5. — The prosecution 
just started by tlio attorney general's 
department against tho lumbermen al- 
leged to bo operating In combination 
in western Canada signifies tho begin- 
ning of a long arid bitter struggle in 
the conrtd. . - 

The lumber association has adopted 
a plan for fighting the pfosecutton. It 
is e.-qiected tliat there will bo a general 
mooting of the members of tho aaso- 
clatlon called shortly for the purpose 
of deciding definitely upon a course 
of defense. Tho association It is' said, 
will deny that thdre.ls any underdtand- 
Ing between the members,- such as 
would tend to;,act In restraint of trade 
or unduly control the price of stock. 
They will probably produce evidence 
to show that the price, of lumber i.? 
brought about by the changed condi- 
tions of things at tho ndlls and In the 
lumber camps. Thc.v will claln-i tiiat 
owing to liie great Increase In wages 
tho cost of living and operating, deal- 
ing in lumber cannot bo carried out 
at less figured, in fact. It Is expected 
that tho association will produce fig- 



ures showing tli.-it Instead of making 
prid'lts they liaxe been actually .suffor- 
ing lieavy losses. 

Kmphasls will be placed on the c.ist 
of transportation. They will claim Ih.-it 
it is utterly Imiio.sslble to sell lumber 
al ;i reasonable price in tho face of 
the exorbitant charges iiinde by the 
railroad companies fipr fndghl. The 
evidence upon Avhleli the iirosecntlon 
will depend will be l;ir.^'e!y g;ithercd 
from retail dealers and contractors, 
and It l3 expected this will be .-unido 
to prove the existence of a eombinn 
working, to the detriment of tho best 
interest of the people of tho west. Tlie 
cases win probably conic up at tlio full 
session of tho supremo court.
